ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 
A weed extraction apparatus is provided for aiding in tine removal of 
weeds from gardens, flower beds and the like. The invention has two claw like 
appendages at its lower end, which are held apart by a spring. The claws have 
multiple tines which mesh in an interlocking pattern to grasp the offending weed 
and its roots. The claws are forced together by an operating rod connected to a 
lever located at the upper end of the handle. 
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
